The number of men whom this order 
may affect will be 175,000. Three 
powerful organizations, it is declared, 
will unite to'enforce demands for a 
universal elght-tipur day ahd general 
Increase of wages of from 5 to 25 per 
cent. The-: organizations joining in 
this demand are the Brotherhood of 
Railway Firemen and Engineers, with 
64,000 members; the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, with 87,000 mem- 
bers; the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors, with 30,000 members. This ulti- 
matum, it is declared, was prepared at 
• meeting of representatives of labor. 
organizations at the Sherman House,

Inquisition Endeavoring to Determine 


Whether Any of the Roads of the 
Country Are Consolidated In Re 
straint of Trade — Review of the 
Testimony. • 


New York, Jan. 5. — The Investiga- 


tion by the interstate commerce com- 
mission of the so-called Harriman rail- 
road properties, which opened in the 
Federal building here, was the plot of 
"Hamlet" with Hamlet left out It was 
confidently expected that Mr. Harri- 
man, the Wall street wizard \ind rail- 
road giant, would be called to the 
stand. He was, however, too ill to 
appear, and was excused. 
•Modern 
methoas' of' combining 


mammoth railway systems and ex- 
tending the principle of community of 
Interest were delved into at great 
length by the interstate commerce 
commission., .From here the commis- 
sion goes to .Chicago. Several other 
cities ^will be visited before all the 
testimony that ;ls desired^ is in the 
hands of representatives of the gov- 
ernment, whose' object is to determine 
whether any of the railroads of the 
country are consolidated or combined 
In restraint of trade. 


At the hearing in this city it was 


brought out and admitted that the 
Union Pacific Railroad company, the 
Southern Pacific company, the Oregon 
Short line and the Oregon Railroad & 
Navigation company are practically 
under the same administration. Mr. 
Harriman .appearing as president of 
each company, with only slight varia- 
tions In the lists of other officers. 


Jt was further shown that the 


Southern Pacific company owns the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company; that 
the Southern Pacific company and the 
Union Pacific together hold a major- 
ity of the stock of the Occidental ft 
Oriental .Steamship Co., and that the 
Harriman interests are in control: of 
the "Portland ft Asiatic Steamship 
company. All three of these lines run 
steamers between either San . Fran- 
clsoo or Portland and the orient. It 
was said the Occidental Is in liquida- 
tion, but la still operated. On the At- 
lantic ocean lit was shown that the 
Southern Pacific owns * the line' b'f 
steamers running between New York 
and New Orleans formerly known as 
the Morgan line. 


The Union Pacific, by means of an 


agreement signed by Mr. Harriroan 
and Senator William A. Clark, has a 
traflte arrangement with the San Pe- 
dro; Lot; Angeles ft Salt Lake railway 
extending over a period of 99 years.

Attorney General to Ask Court te 


Enforce the Tresty. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—It was learned 


from trustworthy spurces that the'de- 
partment of justice v/ill very soon file 
tn the United States courts of Sa« 
Francisco, a bill In equity asking the 
court to enforce the provisions of the 
existing treaty between the United 
States and Japan, which in effect. Jt 
IB asserted, guarantees to Japanes* 
children the same rights in the public 
schools of the United States, as are 
accorded to children of/American par- 
ents. It will "be insisted that the re- 
cent action of the'San Francisco 
school board in segregating Japanese 
children is a violation of the, treaty 
with Japan, to which the school au- 
thorities •• are amenable.

Bellingham.-. WashJ,' jiin. 5,—The 


Washington State..-.FcderatlDn,. of La- 
bor 'adopted, after ;niticti 'debate';, two 
strongly worded, resolutions condemn- 
ing the position taken, by President 
floosevelt on the Japaiaese question. 
The first deals with the San Francisco 
school question. .The .president's lan- 
guage is characterized as "threaten- 
ing and dogmatic." The convention

The second res- 
olution deals'with the president's pro- 
posal to admit.

Washington, Jan. 5.—Andrew Car- 
egie has offered the sum of $750,000

site. Mr. Carnegie's letter offering the 
gift l» addressed to Secretary Root as 
ex-offlcio chairman of the governing 
board of the bureau of South Ameri- 
can republics, and reads as follows: 


I am greatly pleased that you »n<3 you* 


colleagues of the South American repub- 
lics have done me the honor to suggest 
that I might furnish a suitable home in 
"Washington for the Bureau of American 
Republics. I am happy in stating- that it 
"Will be one of the pleasures of my life 
to furnish to the union of all the repub- 
lics of "this hemisphere the necessary 
funds, $750,000, from thn« to time as may 
be needed, for th* construction of an in- 
ternational home in Washington. The 
co-operation of our own republic is seen 
In the appropriation of funds by congress 
for the purchase of the site and in the 
agreement between the republics for the 
maintenance of the bureau. We have ad- 
ditional avidenca of co-operation, so that 
tne forthcoming Temple of Peace will be 
the joint work of all of the republics. 


President Roosevelt wrote to Mr. 


Carnegie as follows: 


I am so much pleased at learning front 
Secretary .Hoot what you are going to do 
for the Bureau of American Republics. 
You have already done substantially the 
«ame thing- for the cause of peace at The 
Hague. This new gift has an almost or 
quite equal significance as far as the 
cause of peace in the western hemisphere 
Is concerned, for the Bureau of American 
Republics is striving- to accomplish for 
tnis hemisphere what the Hague tribunal 
ia striving to accomplish for both hemi- 
spheres. I thank you heartily.

PROTEST^ MADE 


Against Diversion of Jamestown Cxpo 


to Service "f Militarism. 


Boston, Jan. 5.—A lengthy protest 


by members of the advisory board of 
the Jamestown exposition against 
"the diversion of the exposition to the 
service of militarism," was issued 
here. The protest is made by Carrol' 
D. Wright, president of Clark college 
Edwin D. Mead and Hev Edward Ev- 
trett Hale, D. D, of Boston; Cardina1 
Gibbons ot Baltimore; John Mitchell 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of America; Miss Jane Adams of Chi 
cago, and others. The document says- 
"The purpose to make this great expo 
sition piimarily a naval and military 
spectacle to intoxicate the American 
people for six months by a 'great liv 
ing picture' of war with all its en 
ticing splendors, encouraging the no- 
tion that war is a thing of splendor, a 
pageant and a game, instead of a hor- 
ror, 
and today almost invariably a 


crime, was not known, was not 
avowed, and has clearly been a gradu 
ally evolving purpose, whose carrying 
out, as now advertised, can only work 
immense mischief to the country. We 
solemnly protest against it." 


Fortune Teller Held. 


Chicago, Jan. 5.—The coroner's jury 


held Herman Belek, the fortune teller, 
responsible for the deaths of three 
members of the Vzral family, and he 
was held to await the action of the 
grand jury. It was declared by the 
members of the jury that in their 
opinion Belek caused the deaths of 
Mary, Ella and Rose Vzral by admin- 
istering; to them arsenic in small 
doses. It is claimed by the police offi- 
cers who have worked up the evidence 
against Belek that, in conjunction 
with Mrs. Vzral, the mother of the 
girls, he poisoned them in order to 
obtain small sums of money for which 
their lives were insured. Mrs. Vzral 
committed suicide as soon as it was 
made 'known to her that the deaths of 
her children were to be Investigated.

Chicago, Jan. 6.—The railroad presi- 


dents of Chicago made a personal ap 
peal to the Chicago Commercial asso 
elation to join hands with them in a 
friendly and united attempt to im- 
prove existing transportation condi- 
tions and relieve the present car 
shortage. 
Arrangements were made 


for a meeting Monday between the ex- 
ecutive committee of the association 
and the railroad men to discuss the 
arguments which the railroads have 
presented to show that a reciprocal 
demurrage law would be unfair to the 
railroads and a positive injury to the 
shippers.

Although the fact is little known and 


less appreciated in the United States, 
the Panama canal suffered on Deo. 3 
last from tbe worst flood recorded on 
the isthmus since 18T9. writes the New 
Vork Herald's Washington correspond- 
ent. 


The great ditch between Empire and 


Las Cascaclas, which is the region 
where much of the great excavation 
will be Jouo. was. by tbe overflew of 
the Obispo river, converted into a tor-! 
rentlnl stream. The Obispo poured Into; 
the canal in a volume 125 feet wide 
ttud 23 feet high, submerging all work 
tracks, surrounding every steam abovel 
eo deeply as to cover tbe working ma- 
chinery and bringing all work to a 
standstill. 


Despite the violence of this flood, 


which came almost at the end of the 
rainy season. Chief Engineer John P. 
Stevens is congratulating himself on 
the manner in which the canal with- 
stood nature's attack. The flood caused 
genera) suspension of tlxe canal work 
for only two days, be said. 


"The result," Mr. Stevens declares, 


"satisfies me the canal work Is not 
likely to be seriously retarded by flood. 
This was tile worst since 1879. Within 
thirty-six hours after its occurrence 
trains on the Panama railroad, which 
Is necessary to the continuance of the 
work, were in motion. It ia against 
tbe Panama railroad, thnt tbe flood i$ 
Hunt dangerous. Tbe cxtept to which 
the ennui «an be damaged Is only th? 
extent to wb(cli the railroad cau be in^ 
Jurccl." 


Tbe Obispo river runs very close t»

The water "thus emptleil into the ca- 


nal took a current of about twelve 
miles an hour toward Las Cascades, 
north of Empire, in tbe direction of 
Colon, the Caribbean terminal of the 
canal. Tbe steam shovels were so far 
submerged that their great cranes 
stuck into the air like huge bowsprits 
on tugboats. 
* 


Chief Engineer Stevens received at 


his headquarters in Culebra on Mon- 
day evening, Dec. 3, reports from va 
rious points, which showed that the 
flood was unusual. Indications were 
that the torrent in the canal menaced 
life at various work villages along the 
line. Most of tbe labor quarters are 
located on high ground. The flood 
made It impossible to operate railroad 
trains between Empire and points far- 
ther north. Although the isthmus is 
only forty-seven miles wide, it was im- 
possible on this day to traverse It 


Chief Engineer Stevens ordered a 


special train to be sent from La Boca, 
tbe Pacific terminal of the canal, car- 
rying three Viialeboats'to Ma-tachin. 
The master mechanic in charge of the 
great machine shops at that point bad 
reported the entire plant was at least 
one foot under water find lives were 
endangered. By direction of Jackson 
Smith, superintendent of labor ai*d 
quarters, food was prepared for a hun- 
dred men to be sent to the scene of the 
:rouble. 


Word was received by telegraph ear- 


y the following morning that General 
Manager Beird of the Panama railroad 
»ad reached BohiD from Colon. Fail- 
ng to progress farther by engine, he 
md utilized a skiff only eighteen feet 
long. With htm in this frail craft 
were four men. 


Chief Engineer Stevens ordered out 


his engine and flat car aud pushed 
through the water north of Tabernilla 
for about two miles, the farthest point 
he could reach. A wait was made for 
Mr. Belrd's boat, which wben it finally 
arrived floated gently upon the floor of 
tbe flat car. 


Within three hours after the cessa- 


tion of the rain which caused the flood 
Division Engineer Bolicli. m charge of 
the worlt lu Culebra cut. made H trip
